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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claims 17-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 6/18/09 overcome the prior art rejection of the Office Action of 2/18/09. As per 
independent claims 17 and 27, the prior art (and in particular Sienel) does not teach the 
system/method combinations as recited, and in particular estimating a parameter value reflecting 
energy consumption to determine an optimum high-side pressure by perturbation of the high-side 
pressure during operation of the compression refrigeration system; and operating the 
compression refrigeration system at the optimum high-side pressure after the optimum high-side 
pressure has been determined.
